4 CORONER'S JURY DECIDES 
DRIVER WAS NOT TO BLAME. 


Passing in Front of a Trolley Mrs. 
Barbara Miller Stepped in Front of 


an Anto and Was Run Down. 


Mrs. Barbara Miller, aged'73 years, 


widow of the late John Miller, resid- 
ing near Hanover, went into latter 
place by trolley on Monday morning 
of last week. At her destination she 
got off on the left side of the car and 
as sue passed the front of the trolley 
car the auto of Lewis Hafer, driven 
by Raymond Adams, came along on 
the right side of the car. The horn of 
tae car was sounded several times ac- 
cording to the witnesses heard at the 
coroner's inquest and as soon as the 
woman was observed the brakes were 
applied but without being able to stop 
the machine before striking her. She 
was thrown violently to the street. 
She was immediately picked up, plac- 
ed in the auto and taken to the office 
of Dr. C. A. Keagy.

Wasbingtoii to Gettysburg ie com- 
pleted," said he, "it should be lined 
with oake. Tall aud towering, tilings 
of strength and beauty, they are the 
proper border for a national pi tee. 


"1 would have a mile of white oake, 


one of red, one of piu. one of sSpatneh 
cue of English oaks, and eo on. 
But 


1 should huve nothing but oake. The 
sight of a great tree always etire the 
wslbetic nature iu every man's breast. 
You know i aui a peace man. 1 do 
wot see auy more reason for killing 
peoplenowadayptliau for eating them. 
We gave up eating one another many 
years ago and should give up killing." 


The Cleveland "Plain Dealei" re- 


cently contained the following inter- 
view with Benjamin Bnscoe. prefei- 
dent of the United 8tatee Motor Co , 
on the Liucoln Way : 


"The Lincoln Memorial Koad Aseo 


ciatiou" said Mr. Bnscoe, "is render- 
ing an excellent service in Us advocacy 
of such a road, in studying the ques- 
tion how to express iu the most fitting 
manner our appreciation of Lincoln's 
life work, i am forced to the conclu- 
sion that the memorial should be a 
great highway rather than a monu- 
ment, fetatue, bridge, arch or any otlaer 
structure 
Even if we take from the 


question every argument or motive 
that might be prompted by the use of 
an automobile, or the ownership of 
one, disassociate it entirely irom our 
national good roads movement and 
admit nothing but that which deter- 
mines tne fitness of the memorial, the 
road still seems to be the logical and 
inevitable choice. 


"The reasons are sound, if not obvi- 


ous. The greatest memorial the world 
lias ever known is the Appian Way in 
Italy, built by Appiue Claudius 813 
years B. (J. li was celebrated for its 
beautiful monuments, its temples and 
the sumptuous villas that arose on 
either side of it. Throughout the ages 
it has been called the 'Queen ol 
Roads.' 


"The temples have fallen; the monu- 


ments have been destroyed ; the villas 
are in ruins but, to-day, twenty-two 
centuries after Appius Claudius built 
it, the road is etill in use, bearing the 
burdens of cQtumerpe and thejpame of 
its founder. What memoriafcould'be 
more worthy—more enduring? What 
could give Appius Claudiue such per- 
manent fame? 


"Congress has decided that the Lin- 


coln memorial shall be paid for by ttu! 
United States government and a fund 
of $2,000,000 has been provided to cov- 
er tne cost. A commission has been 
created to prepare plane and execute 
tne work. The form of memorial most 
desired by ihe people undoubtedly 
will be adopted. 


"A shalt should be excluded, be- 


cause," continued Mr. Briscoe, "with 
such as the Washington monument it 
invites contrast. 
Au equestrian, the 


statue should be rejected 
because 


Washington now has one-tenth of all 
equestrian statues in the world. 
An 


arch possibly would make a good fea- 
ture of a general design, but of itself it 
would not be complete. An art gal- 
lery, a museum or any other building 
however beautiful, would scarcely 
meet the requirement. 
To use any 


fixed or completed memorial would be 
to ignore the vital fact about his fame 
For these reasons a great road seems 
to meet all the conditions of litness. 


"Lincoln went from the White 


House to Gettysburg to make au ad 
dress which is on the tongue of every 
schoolboy aud will be recited lor 
thousand years. Gettysburg is itself a 
memorial, a maguilicant park on 
which §7,000,000 have beeu expended 
It is seventy-two miles from Wash 
ingtou in a northerly direction aud the 
suggestion of a splendid boulevarc 
from the White House to thus famous 
battleground seems most deserving.

The plan submitted by the 


Lincoln Koad Association suggests a

A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


reposing an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
rhe courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
he Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
eneiai Assembly met. That the fol- 
owing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
lereby, proposed, in accordance with 
he eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
ion, 
and inserting in place thereof 
he following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


telphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers now vested in the district courts 
nd courts of common pleas, subject 
o swh changes as may be made b>( 
his Constitution or by law, shall be 
n Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
rdinate jurisdiction, 
composed of 


hree judges each. The said courts in 
•hiladelphia shall be designated re- 
pectively as the court of common 
ileas number one, number two, imrn- 
>er three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
o time, and shall be in Jike manner 
lesignated 
by 
successive numbers. 


The number of judges in any of said 
curts, or in any county \vhere the es- 
ablishment of an additional court 
nay be authorized by law, may be in- 
creased, from time to time, and when- 
ever such increase shall amount in 
he whole to three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
ourt as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. In Philadel- 
phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
«aid courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
:ourt, and the several courts shall dis- 
ribute and apportion the business 
among them iu such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
bus assigned, shall have exclusive 
urisdictiou thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 
In the county of Allegheny all ihe 


urisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
udges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
end to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject 
o change of venue as provided by 
aw. The president judge of said 
court shall be selected as provided by 
aw. The number of judges in said 
court may be by law increased from 
tine to time. This amendment shall 
take effect on the first day of January 
succeeding its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section j 


eight, article nine, ot the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 


eneral Assembly met, That the fol- 


lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pensylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight 
Section 2. Amend section eight, ar- 


ticle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which leads as foli;iws:—• 


"Section 8. The debt of an> county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
toxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valua- 
tion-of property, \vithout the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec 
tion in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided b" law bnt any city, the debt 
of which now exceeds seven per cen- 
tum of such assessed valuation, may 
be authorized by law to increase the 
same three per centum, in the aggre- 
gate, at any one time, upon such valu- 
ation," so as to read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of anv county, 


city borough, township, school district, 
or otner municipal!'v or incorporated 
district, except as herein provided, 
shall never exceed seven per centum 
upon the assessed value of the taxa 
ble pioperty therein, nor shall anj 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuationof 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; 
but any city, the debt of which 


now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts heititnafter incurred 
by" the city and county of Philadel- 
phia for the construction and develop- 
ment of subways for transit purposes, 
or for the construction of wharves and 
docks, or the reclamation of land to 
be used in the construction of a sys- 
tem of wharves and docks, as public 
improvements, ownea or to be owned 
by said city and county of Philadel- 
phia, and which shall yield to the city 
and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenue In excess of the Interest 
on said debt or debts and of the an- 
nual installments necessary for the 
cancellation of said debt or debts, may 
he excluded in ascertaining the power 
of the city and county of Philadelphia 
to become otherwise Indebted: Provid- 


ed, That a sinking fund for their 
cellatlon shall be established 
maintained.

the initials of Heury Palmer, for whose 
murder Rothwell was to be hanged in 
a few days. The chief of police put 
the woman through the "third degree" 
process, with the result of a confession 
that she had murdered Palmer. 


Many were inclined to doubt that 


the confession was genuine. Had it 
not been for the fact that the woman 
had attempted to borrow money on a 
watch with Palmer's initials on it lit- 
tle attention would have been paid to 
her statement. She claimed to have 
been a discarded wife of Palmer's, and 
it was for this casting off that she had 
killed him.

Orchard Demonstiatioa Sept. 20. 
Prof. H. A. Surface, State Economic 


Zoologist, has announced the schedule 
for the holding of v_c fall demonstra- 
tions ou fruit raising and the care of 
Brees in the model orchards of 11 
counties In his section of Pennsylva- 
nia, including those to be ueld in Ad- 
ams county. There will be bat one 
meeting in Adams countv—in George 
Oyler's 
orchard, 
near 
Arendtsville. 
September 20. 


This schedule is along tne program 


laid out by _-rof. Surface each year. 
'i iii-ee series of meetings are held an- 
nually. Two are held each spring for 
tiie treatment to prevent and kill Sau 
Jose scale and codling moth and the 
other in the fall to study the results 
of the earlier work. A majority of 
the counties have but one of the meet- 
ings, but in a few, such as Adams, two 
sessions have been arranged 


SrnestF. Peirce of York, state in- 


spector of orchards for York and Ad- 
ams counties, is engaged in a canvass 
and inspection of the orchards in his 
district and reports a majority to be 
in first class condition. He has visit- 
ed a great many such places recently 
preparing the trees for the winter 
and seeing that evei/thing is in readi- 
ness for the demonstrations that have 
been arranged. 
The results of the 


spraying and pruning of trees and the 
fertilization of the soil about the trees 
have been very gratifying in every 
locality and has demonstrated beyond 
a shadow of doubt the good that will 
follow a proper and intelligent pro- 
cedure in the methods of caring for 
fruit bearing treen. Mr. Peirce re- 
ports many new trees having been 
planted in all sections. 


In connection with his trips through 


his district. Inspector Peirce is telling 
the farmers and fruit growers about 
the big fruit exhibit from demonstra- 
tion orchards to.be given in connec- 
tion with the annual meeting of the 
State 
Fruitgrowers' 
Association 
ia 


Pitt'sburg next January. Prof. 
Sur- 


face has forwarded a letter containing 
suggestions and instructions to all of 
his inspectors and this is being shown 
the growers in order that.they may 
be in touch with the situation. 


The future apple show in Pennsyl- 


vania will attract thousands of peo- 
ple because of the display of apples 
by the carload lot. The day of dis- 
playing three or four well-formed and 
polished apples on a plate has - gone 
by, "according to Prof. Surface; 


Heretofore, and even during the- 


present season, county fairs contain 
in 
the horticultural exhibit, these 


platesful of apples. While the long, 
nicely arranged rows of plates and. 
their apples look very nice, Pennsyl- 
vania has recently stepped to the fore- 
ground in the matter of apple produc- 
tion and an effort will be made in the 
future to exhibit apples by the car- 
load or the bushel, at the very least. 


In his letter Prof. Surface says to 


Inspector Peirce:

"Now is also the time to get ready 


for the fruit exhibit from the demon- 
stration orchards for the annual meet- 
ing of the State Fruitgrowers' Asso- 
ciation to be held in Pittsburg next 
January. Our best growers will ex- 
hibit in carload lots. We cannot af- 
ford to show smaller lots than the 
bushel box containing apples of one 
variety. The apple plate is a thing 
of the past. Make preparations for 
getting your boxes of fruit now." 


Hurt at Bittinger Quarries. 


Two men are in the York hispital 


and two others under treatment at 
home as the result of. an explosion at 
the Bittinger stone quarries, Tuesday, 
September 5th. 


The accident through which the 


four men were injured occurred about 
2 o'clock. Frank Warnick, a contrac 
tor for taking out stone at the quar- 
ry, was tamping a rock, preparatory 
to blasting, and it is assumed that a- 
friction spark from the drill exploded 
the dynamite. 
Suddenly there was 


a deafening roar, the quarry walla 
were shaken and there was a fusillade 
of falling stone. Before the dust had

Weak Conformations Conceded to Be Hereditary. 


Certain weak conformations are conceded by the best horsemen'to be 


hereditary, tinder strain weak hock joints develop curbs or spavins, upright 
pasterns worked continuously on hard pavements develop sidebones and ring- 
bones and auricular disease due to long continued concussion. A stallion 
with weak hocks gets weak hocked foals. 
A mare with straight pasterns 


produces foals with like defects. TLe unsoundness itself need not be present 
on the stallion or the mare. The weak conformation may be present and 
the stallion or mare never have been put to a severe strain or long continued 
work, and therefore the unsoundness will not have developed. The weak 
conformation of limb or body conducive to unsoundness will nevertheless 
be present in the foal 
Instances where this is not true are so rare that the 


above statement has come to be a generally accepted fact 


Malconformations and unsoundness conceded to be hereditary in their na- 


ture are called breeding infirmities 
They are weakly formed bocks pre- 


disposing to bone and bog spavins nnd curbs, short, upright pasterns pre- 
disposing to sidebone, ringbone and navicular disease; moon blindness and 
cataract, leading to ultimate blindness, heaves and broken wind.
